100 COMPANIES AND TKEIR SUBSIDIARY CORPORATIONS 
LISTED ACCORDING TO NET VALUE OF MILITARY 
PRIME CONTRACT AWARDS 
FISCAL YEAR 1971 


Department of Defense contract awards received by United States 
companies during FY 1971 totaled $ 29.8 billion, a drop of $1.6 billion 
(5.0$) from the level of awards in FY 1970. This decline in Defense 
procurement from U. S. companies while not of the same magnitude as 
the $ 5.6 billion decrease in the preceding year influenced, to some 
degree, the make-up of the DoD list of 100 companies which together 
with their subsidiaries received the largest dollar volume of military 
prime contracts of $10,000 or more. Corporate changes (acquisitions, 
mergers, etc.) which, in each of the years from FY 1968 through FY 1970, 
affected the make-up of the top 100 companies, were not as prevalent in 
FY 1971 and therefore, changes of this kind had less of an impact on the 
top 100 companies this year. The recent year to year decrease in 
Defense procurement, although occurring in most major DoD programs except 
aircraft, ships and construction, was substantially greater in the 
munitions and missile and space systems programs and accordingly companies 
in these industries show more variances in both rank and dollar volume 
from the preceding year. 

The top 100 companies accounted for $21.5 billion in FY 1971 or 
72.1% of the $ 29.8 billion total awarded all U. S. companies. In FY 1970, 
the top companies received $ 21.8 billion or 69 . 7 $ of the $ 31.3 billion 
total awarded to all U. S. companies for that year. 

Although FY 1971 contract awards reflect the general overall down¬ 
ward trend in DoD procurement, the higher percentage awarded to the top 
100 companies this'year represents the continued concentration of high 
dollar awards in major hard goods industries, such as. Aerospace, Ships, 
Ammunition, and Electronics and Communication Equipment. Major hard 
goods industries received 67 $ of the total DoD prime contracts of $10,000 
or more awarded all U. S. companies in FY 1971, a slightly higher propor¬ 
tion than the 66 % received by these industries in FY 1970. The following 
table shows that the first five companies received 21 . 3 % of the total 
contract awards received by all U. S. companies in FY 1971 . This was 
higher by 2.6 percentage points than was recorded in FY 1970. The 
largest company, Lockheed Aircraft Corp., received awards totaling $1,510 
million in FY 1971 compared with a total of $ 1,8148 million as the largest 
in FY 1970. To get on the list in FY 1971 required $32 million in awards, 
against $38 million in FY 1970. This was the lowest year since FY 1965 
when $24 million was the level of awards needed for inclusion on the top 
100 defense contractor list.

Of the 86 companies appearing in both the FY 1970 and FY 1971 lists, 
42 bettered their position, 38 were in a lower position and 6 showed no 
change. Companies are considered as appearing on the lists in both years 
despite mergers, acquisitions and name changes if a major component of the 
newly constituted company made the list in both years. 
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The largest positive dollar changes occurred for Tenneco, Inc. 
which moved up in rank from 27 th position last year to 6 th place this 
year and the Grumman Corn, which went from 8 th to 4th place. Contract 
awards to Tenneco, Inc. totaled $917 million this year compared with 
$249 million last year, and reflect primarily Navy awards to the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., a Tenneco, Inc. subsidiary, for the 
aircraft carriers CVAN 68 and CVAN 69 , and SSN 688 class submarines. 

The Grumman Corp., which received substantial awards for the F-l4 aircraft, 
aggregated $ 1,098 million ?'n FY 1971 compared with $ 66 l million in FY 1970. 
Other companies with major position changes were: Motorola, Inc. which went 
from 87 th place last year to 58 th place this year; Chrysler Corp. from 
58 th to 33rd; Walter Kidde from 92nd to 70th; Gould, Inc. from 93rd to 
72nd; Condec from 76 th to 53rd, and Collins Radio from 39th to 60 th place. 

Other changes of note concerning companies on the FY 1971 list 
were: the sale by Ling Temco Vought, Inc. of the Okonite Co. and the 
Wilson Sporting Goods Co., the acquisition of R. G. Le Tourneau, Inc. by 
the Marathon Manufacturing Co., and the change in name for Fairchild 
Hiller Corp. to Fairchild Industries, Inc. 

Although the contract work of many companies on the list includes 
more than one procurement category, each company has been assigned in the 
table below to the procurement category, that accounts for its largest 
dollar volume of defense awards. For example. Ling Temco Vought, Inc. 
is a multi-industry company engaged in the following businesses; steel, 
foods, aerospace systems, electronics, etc. For this table it is assigned 
to "Aircraft," the procurement category that accounts for its largest 
dollar volume of defense awards. On this basis "Aircraft" companies 
decreased by four from FY 1970 to FY 1971» while companies engaged in 
"Ships" and Services" increased by two.

! Lockheed Aircraft Corp., for the third consecutive year, 

retained first place on the list with $ 1,510 million, or 5 * 0 % of the 
total. Last year this company had received $1,848 million for a per- 
i centage of 5*9%• This company's major aircraft contracts included 

1 the C-5A Galaxy Jet Transport, the P-3 Orion Patrol Bomber and the 

! S-3 anti-submarine aircraft. Missile work included the Poseidon.

General Dynamics Corp. continued in the number two position 
for the second consecutive year as its contract volume totaled $1,489 
i million for 5*0% of total. Awards in FY 1971 were $306 million higher 

| than in FY 1970 when awards aggregated $1,183 million for 3-8$ of 

total. During FY 1971> the company received awards for aircraft, 
missiles and ships. Aircraft contracts were principally for the F-lll 
series of aircraft. Awards for ships were for nev construction and 
j alteration of submarines. Missile contracts were for components and 

I systems. 

American Telephone and Telegraph Co., in fourth place last 
i year with $931 million or 3 . 0 % of total moved up to third place in 

FY 1971 on a volume of $1,200 million for 4.0$ of total. Western 
| Electric Co., Inc., a major subsidiary of the company, accounted for 

$977 million or 8 l% of the total defense awards received by the company 
in FY 1971. Last year this subsidiary accounted for $719 million or 
77$ of American Telephone and Telegraph's total. Major defense contracts 
were for work on the Safeguard Defense System. 

Grumman Corp., which occupied eighth place in FY 1970 on a 
volume of $ 66 l million received awards totaling $ 1,098 million in FY 1971 
and moved into fourth place. The company's share, which amounted to 2.1% 
of total last year, rose to 3 - 7 $ of total this year on this increased 
volume. During FY 1971, contracts received by Grumman included the F-14 
aircraft and EA 6 /B aircraft. 

General Electric Co. slipped from third place in FY 1970 to 
fifth place in FY 1971 although its volume of awards increased slightly. 
In FY 1970, defense awards to GE totaled $1,000 million for 3.2% of 
total. In FY 1971, this company's volume was slightly higher ($l,04l 
million) and its share of total reached 3 * 5 %. The company's major 
military contracts were for aircraft engines, nuclear reactors, guided 
missile subsystems and various electronic devices and components used 
in missile systems.
